BOYS VACOVER $220,000

About to. Move Treasure

New York, May 28 (By A. P.).— 
The story of how three boys had 
been. arrested as they were prepar- 
ing to carry away a treasure of 
$220,000 from an abandoned house 
was told today in Yorkville court. 

The house in which the treasure 
was found was that of the aged 
spinster sisters, Beatrice and Helen 
Herwog.

With its furniture gathering dust, 
the old mansion stood empty, and 
tales of mystery were told about it. 

Wednesday night a passerby no- 
ticed a light in an upstairs window.

In a closet they found 
hiding a very scared boy. A shot 
was fired. Two other boys ap- 
peared, trembling. 

On the floor police found, heaped 
together, gold and silver, jewels 
and. heirlooms valued at $200,000.

000 in currency and gold. On the 


boys they found $26 in small 
change. 

The boys, George Bagliero, Rocco 
Giamarino and Matthew Mazello 
were held without bail for exami- 
nation.

DIES AT HOME HERE 


Editor-in-Chief of 


Scripps-Howard Newspa- 
pers Ill Several Months. 


William B. Colver, former chair- 
man of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion and until a year ago editor-in- 
chief of the Scripps-Howard news- 
papers, died at his residence, 3308 
Eighteenth street northwest, yester- 
day afternoon after several months’ 
illness. 

Mr. Colver was born in Welling- 
ton, Ohio, in 1870, and studied law 
at Ohio State university. He prac- 
ticed two years in Cleveland and 
Sandusky before entering newspa- 
per work. He was a close friend 
and co-worker of Tom Johnson 
when the latter was mayor of Cleve- 
land.. He served on the staff of the 
Cleveland Press and as New York 
and Washington correspondent of 
the Scripps-McRae League, then be- 
coming editor of the Newspaper En- 
terprise association. 

Resigning that position in 1912 to 
become editor-in-chief of the Clover 
Leaf newspapers in Minnesota and 
Nebraska, Mr. Colver remained in 
that capacity until appointed to the 
Federal Trade Commission. In 1919 
he organized the Scripps-Howard 
newspaper alliance and served as 
|general director of the Scripps-How- 
ard newspapers until his retirement 
from active work in 1924. Surviv- 
ing him are his wife, a daughter

ASSEMBLY IS SILENT 
ON DIVISION OF BELIEF 


Baltimore, May 28 (By A. P.).— 
Neiteration of fundamentalist doc- 
trine, tempered slightly by modern- 
ism, comprised the body of the 


report of the committee of 15 pre- 
sented to the 138th general as- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States of America to- 
day.

**No Second Party,’’ Says Report. 


Recognizing that in some reli- 
Zions there is a tendency to ridicule | 
the Bible, considering it only tradi-| 
tional literature, the committee 
came the nearest to treating the’ 
modernist cause. 

“As far as the commission has'| 
heen able to learn,’’ it reported, |

Church no second party such as | 
has been described.”’ | 

No comment was forthcoming! 
from the assemBly, the delegates. 
sitting quietly for more than an 
hour while the Rev. Henry C.

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“FIXING” RACES. 


At the race track in Aurora, Iil., on Thurs- 
day the officials were forced to declare off the 
feature event of the day because it was discov- 
ered that four of the seven horses entered had 
been poisoned in an effort to ‘‘fix’’ the race. 
One of the horses died before the race was 
called and the three others were soon found 
to be unfit to run. The officials promptly 
started an investigation, with the result that 
vesterday two men were arrested and confessed 
their complicity in a plot to make a sure 
thing of the race. It is alleged that bets had 
been placed throughout the country on one of 
the other entrants sufficient to win a large sum 
of money. 

There have been many instances in the his- 
tory of racing, not only on the running turf, 
but in the harmess racing as well, where at- 
tempts have been made to insure the winning 
of a certain horse by “stopping’’ the other 
entrants in some way or another. Sometimes 
the jockeys are persuaded to ‘“‘pull” their 
mounts, and recently -the Kentucky Jockey 
club ruled off several riders who had been 
found to be implicated in a conspiracy. Some 
years ago “night-riding’’ was resorted to by 
the ‘‘fixers.’’ A horse would be secretiy taken 
out of his stall at night and ridden for miles 
until he became exhausted. The next day he 
would be unfit to put forth his best effort and 
would be beaten, his backers, of course, losing 
their money, and naturally placing the blame 
on the trainer. This practice was broken up 
by the vigilance of the authorities. 

The ‘‘ringing’’ of horses in the old days oc- 
caslonally won fortunes for the schemers. 
‘*Ringing’’ is the entering of a horse under a 
fictitious name, and so disguising him. by 
means of dye that he can not be identified. 
Perhaps the most notorious case of ringing on 
the American turf was when a fast sprinter 
named Tanner, carefully painted or dyed, was 
run under the name of Polk Badget. He won 
the race, and the perpetrators of the plot 
cleaned up a small fortune. Later they were 
apprehended and punished. 

The wholesale poisoning of horses stich as 
that at the Illinois course has never been 
known in this country, and it merits swift and 
severe punishment. It used to be that a man 
found guilty of horse stealing was hanged. 
The men who poisoned the race horses at Au- 
rora can not be hanged for their offense, but 
there must be some penalty for such a hideous 
crime.

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INSTABILITY OF EXCHANGE. 

Instability of exchange has been an vubstacle 
to foreign commerce ever since the world war 
was well under way. The decline in the ex- 
change value of foreign currencies for years 
has interfered with exports from the United 
States and helped to increase imports from 
countries burdened with a low depreciated cur- 
rency. 

When foreign money goes far below the 
normal rate of exchange so much of it is re- 
quired to buy a dollar’s worth of American 
commodities that purchases in this country are 
discouraged. On the contrary, wages and cost 
of production in the countries of depreciated 
currencies are apt to be so low that commodi- 
ties may be purchased in and imported from 
those countries by the exchange of a very 
small portion of gold. Furthermore, the in- 
stability in exchange between 1920 and 1922 
made the problem of framing the 1922 tariff 
more than usually difficult. 

Happily, some of the currencies in impor- 
tant foreign countries have been restored to 
par in exchange. The French franc is the 
notable exception. When exchange is com- 
pletely restored to the prewar level foretgn 
trade will improve and exports are likely to 
increase, thereby relieving this country of an 
adverse balance in the exchange of commodi- 
ties.

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CANADA AND BUTTER. 

Perhaps there may be an object lesson 
to the United States in the action of the Cana- 
dian government in imposing an import tariff 
against dumping from Australia. The new law 
applies to butter, canned fruit and apricots. 

Butter coming into Canada from Australia 
is subject to a dumping duty of 6 cents a 
pound. Australia has granted an export bounty 
of the same amount. The ordinary duty on 
butter coming into Canada from Australia is 
1 cent a pound. The duty on American butter 
entering Canada is 4 cents a pound. Thus 
Canada will discriminate against one of the 
British domfnions to the extent of 3 cents a 
pound in favor of the United States. 

Under a recent proclamation of the Presi- 
dent, the duty on imported butter entering the 
United States is now 12 cents a pound. The 
law provides that if a bounty is paid by any 
foreign government on commodities entering 
the United States, a duty equal to the bounty 
shall be imposed. Australian butter, there- 
fore, could be made to pay 18 cents a pound 
for the privilege of competing with home- 
made butter in this market.

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A MILK STANDARD. 

At a conference between the State and Ter- 
ritorial health officers and the United States 
public health service, a uniform milk stand- 
ard ordinance for the United States, which is 
now being used in eight States, was indorsed. 

A committee appointed last year reports that 
a uniform standard ordinance is necessary in 
order to increase the general level of milk 
quality and safety. From three States which 
have already applied the standard ordinance 
come favorable and satisfactory reports. The 
ordinance where tried has not only improved 
the sanitation of the milk, but has resulted in 
increased production. . 

This plan has been indorsed by the dairy 
| interests, resulting in better butter and greater 
satisfaction to consumers.

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WAR PENSIONS. 
On April 30, 1926, there were 52,392 civil 


| war survivors on the pension roll at $50 a 


month. On the same date there were 56,295 
civil war survivors pensioned at $72 2a month. 
Also there were on the same date 222,932 
civil war widows pensioned at the rate of $30 
a month.

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DRIFT FROM THE FARMS IN FRANCE. 

The United States is not the only country in 
which the drift of the population is toward the 
cities and towns and away from the farms. 
France is feeling the effect of the call of the 
city upon its agricultural population. M. 
Henri Michel, who has been engaged for some 
time upon a survey of the rural situation in the 
republic, finds that the farms of France are 
being rapidly depopulated, and that the acre- 
age under cultivation and the amount of live 
stock have diminished during the last ten years. 

In,1913 there were 6,540,000 hectares of 
French soil growing wheat. In 1924 this acre- 
age had diminished 1,200,000 hectares, ap- 
proximately 6,000,000 acres. The number of 
horses fell from 3,223,000 in the former year 
to 848,000 in 1924, and during the decade the 
number of cattle fell from 42,000,000 to 28,- 
000,000, while the number of sheep was dimin- 
ished by 6,000,000 head. There is no doubt, 
says M. Michel, that the war was in a measure 
responsible, and that the loss in the number of 
horses is due in part to the general use of the 
automobile, but the principal cause in the loss 
of animals is the abandonment of so many of 
the farms of France. The department of Lot- 
et-Garonne, for instance, shows a loss of 28,000 
of the rural inhabitants and the departments 
of Gers and Lot of more than 30,000. These 
farmers have been attracted by the better liv- 
ing conditions in the cities. : 

M. Michel, like some American statesmen, 
wants parliament to do something to improve 
the conditions of the French agriculturist, but 
he naively says: “Unfortunately parliament 
hardly rushes business of which it should at- 
tend to. Parliament makes speeches.’’ Where- 
in the French chamber bears a remarkable re- 
semblance to some of the legislative bodies on 
this side of the Atlantic. 
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SETTING THE PACE. 

Are Americans living at too rapid a pace? 
Coincident with the finding of the body of a 
young man who drowned himself in the Severn 
river after he had inflicted injuries upon his 
father which led to the latter’s death, there 
appeared the statement that the number of 
insane persons in Maryland in the last fifteen 
years has increased more than 52 per cent. 
This shows a startling growth in the number 
of mentally incompetent in proportion to the 
increase in population in the same period, 
which was 16 per cent. There is little doubt 
that the Baltimore parricide was insane. The 
Monumental City, however, is probably not an 
exception among American municipalities. If, 
for instance, Chicago or New York authorities 
were to publish statistics, these would show 
that the percentage of insane persons in the 
two largest cities of the United States is greater 
than in Baltimore. 

The frank statement of Dr. Arthur P. Her- 
ring, Maryland State commissioner of mental 
hygiene, is nevertheless alarming. Dr. Herring 
does not pretend to assign a reason for the 
increase in insanity in Maryland. It can not 
be attributed to any definite cause. Specialists 
in the treatment of mental diseases, it is 
claimed, have not made as great progress as 
scientists who have been studying other dis- 
eases such as diabetes, Bright’s disease, and 
high blood pressure, all of which are in a fair 
way of being conquered. At the same time it 
is gratifying and encouraging to note the most 
recent reports that paresis, which is respon- 
sible, it is said, for more inmates in insane 
asylums than any other mental disease, is 
yielding to science. 

It is a question, however, whether Ameri- 
cans should not slow up a bit instead of reck- 
lessly trying to “set the pace’’ for the rest of 
the world.

HOW TO REMOVE CLEANSING

OU will think that I am forever 
y harping on the subject of keep- 
ing the skin clean. That is 
likely true; but it is quite worth 
while if the repetition makes the 
highly important point remembered. 
Cleanliness is the first law of 
beauty. There are, of course, many 
excellent creams and lotions for 
this purpose on the market, but 
they are often used too carelessly. 
Just as important as putting them 
on is taking them off.

Not in Daily Use. 


CONTEMPLATED SITES 
IN VICINITY OF MALL 


No Time to Be Lost in Com- 
pleting Remainder of Pro- 
gram, It Is Stated. 


A $2,000,000 archives building 
will inaugurate the District gov- 
ernment building program, it was 
announced yesterday following the 
joint meeting of the public build- 
ings and fine arts commissions, by 
Senator Smoot, chairman of the 
first-named body, who also said 
that the contemplated site could 
not be made known. 

Decision to: start with this build- 
ing is prompted by need of a place 
to store government records, there- 
by affording greater floor space for 
already congested government 


buildings and lessening the fire 
risk in them. 


Program to Be Completed. 


The building will hold all gov- 
ernment records except those not 


required in departments for daily 
reference. No time will be lost in 
arranging the remainder of the 
building program. 

Contemplated sites are said to be 
southwest of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment building and between Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth streets, and 
Pennsylvania avenue and B streets 
northwest. 

The Supreme Court, internal 
revenue and agricultural buildings 
probably will be considered at the 
next meeting, at which the fine arts 
commission will again be repre- 
sented.

Col. Moller Asks Cooperation 
of Weights Officials in Test- 
ing Apparatus.

EASIER WORK EXPECTED 


Col. I. C. Moller, of the District 
traffic bureau, requested the coop- 
eration of weights and measures of 


ficials in testing a new device for 
weighing trucks suspected of being 
overloaded in the streets at the 
closing session of the national con- 
ference on weights and measures 
yesterday at the Raleigh hotel. 
The damage caused to the streets 
by overloaded trucks has made it 
imperative that some method be in- 
vented which would obviate the ne- 
cessity of driving the trucks to 
some place to be weighed, he said. 
The trucks may be driven on this 
new device and weighed with little 
trouble. The front trucks are first 
weighed and then the rear. The de- 
vice operates on the hydrostatic 
principle. Col. Moller said that with 
a trained crew he had weighed 800 
trucks in ten hours on it. 

He asked the cooperation of the 
officials in testing the new devicc in 
order to determine whether prose- 
cutions can be based on its find- 
ings. The front and rear indica- 
tions are added to obtain the total 
weight. The device will be studied, 
and if determined to be accurate 
may be placed in general use, it is 
said.

Tells Police Autos Must Stop 
When Street Cars Load

Maj. Edwin B. 
tendent of police, yesterday issucda 
a@ memorandum to. officers and 
members of his department explain- 
ing the traffic amendments requir- 
ing automobiles to stop when street 
cars load and unload passengers. 
After reciting the text of the reg- 
ulations, the memorandum said: 
‘In effect these amendments pro- 
hibit approach of a vehicle within 
8 feet of the nearest exit of a street 
car which has stopped to take on or 
let off passengers, the prohibition 
being also applicable to vehicles go- 
ing in any direction on a street 
where the tracks are located on the 
side of the highway and not in the 
center thereof. 

“It is also designed to insure the 
safety of persons boarding such 
cars or alighting therefrom, in that 
it requires such vehicles to remain 
standing until passengers have 
boarded the car or reached the ad- 
jacent sidewalk. 

“Needless to say, the director of 
traific and the department regard 
this regulation as of greatest im- 
portance and its rigid enforcement 
is specifically directed.’’

Operation.
